DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arsuments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-16 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

New claims 1 1-16 are vague and indefinite for the reasons set forth in the rejection of the 
claims under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph set forth herein below. 

Specification 

A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied by a 
statement that it contains no new matter. 

The specification's objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR L75(d)(l) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

- In claims 11, 13, 14 and 16, there is no proper antecedent basis in the specification 
for "a pressing part". 

- In claims 11, 13, 14 and 16, there is no proper antecedent basis in the specification 
for "a pressing brim". 

- In claim 11, 13, 14 and 16, there is no proper antecedent basis in the specification for 
"a connection position". 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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The disclosure is objected to. because of the following informalities: 
Numerous elements (e.g. -"a pressing part", "a brim", "a pressing brim", "a connection 
position", "a bottom of another end", "the other end of said tube", etc.) Usted or described in the 
specification, illustrated in the drawing figures and mentioned in the claims have not been 
assigned reference characters. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawinss 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a tube with a wire and connects 
to an inner side of said tube with another wire to form a pilot fire generating loop" (claims 11, 
13, 14 and 16) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled fi-om the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter A^iiich the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 11-16: Rejected under 35 U.S.G 112, second Daraeraph 

Claims 1 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. These claims are vague and indefinite. 
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1) There is insufficient antecedent basis for the following hmitations in the claims: 

Claim 1 1, the limitation "thereof* and "another", respectively, in line 2 (See also 
claims 13-16 for similar language). 

Claim 1 1, hne 25, the limitation "the end of said tube" (See also claims 13-16 for 
similar language). 

Claim 1 1, line 26, "the longitudinal length". 

Claim 13, "the inner brim" and "its original location". 



2) In claim 1 1, line 4, a comma should appear before "one". 

3) In claim 11, line 6, the phrase "to be pressed" is vague and indefinite since it is unclear 
with respect to what claimed element or in what manner the switch is to be pressed (See also 
claims 13-16 for similar language). 

4) In claim 11, lines 27-28, the phrase "stretches out from" is confusing. Does applicant 
intend to state the brake bar - - extends beyond - - ? 

5) In claim 1 1, line 31, it is unclear where the stopper is moved relative to the other 
elements in the claim. 

6) In claim 11, line 32, "cause" should be - - permits - - . 

All of the claims should be reviewed for similar and further informalities. 

Double Patentins 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a pohcy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
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improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed 
Cir 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed Cir. 1985), In re Van Ornum, 686 
F,2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
apphcation. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fiilly comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 



Claims 1 1-16 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 2-5 of copending Application No. 1 0/6 1 9,4 1 6. This is a provisional double 
patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet been patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the referenced 
copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that copending application 
since the referenced copending application and the instant apphcation are claiming common 
subject matter, as follows: The more narrowly defined invention recited in claims 2-5 of 
copending Application No. 10/619,416 would, if allowed anticipate the more broadly recited 
invention of the present application.
